Subjects Additional Expenses Incurred Through the Dispateh of a Military 
Force to Syria

"2, Et 49 quite clear that the dispatch of some umits of the RIAF and the 
Army outside the coustry will necessitate additional OXPORSES, noe 
foreseen when the estimates for the 1951 budget were made. Those 
cannot be considered ordinary maintenance expenses which could be 
appropriated from the sums thet will be provided for in the feneral 
Budget Law, Chapter 9 (Ministry of Defense).

On this basis, the monthly cost of theso allewances elone for the 
force that has been actually sent will amount to ebout ID.1,085/000 
(ema thousand and eighty-five Dinars). This expenditure will incresse 
if any additional forces are sent later. 


The difference between the cost of rations at Syrien prices end the 
coet at the price Pixed in Iraq, and the other expenses of fuel and 
accessories for the aircraft and mechenical vehicles, cannot bs 
assessed at this stage, It is requested, therefore, that the question | 
be submitted to the Counedl of Ministers for their approval of: ‘ 


a. The greut of additional allowances in the retio explained in 
sub-Paragraphs a,b,c,d, and e of Paragraph 3 above for the 
whole period for which this force, and any other force sent
